England and Russia. 

Russia has developed her policy in 
ilotion to Central Asia to such aa ex- 
t as to bring the matter in a for- 
al manner before the House of Com- 
ons of England. In that body, a 
BBfc y or two ago, a member called at- 
Ujjjntion to the policy and action of tbe 
fussian- Government in tbat quarter, 
luded to the fact that tbe. Czar had 
blated bis pledges in tbe past, and 
tod, for' tho production of the papers 
relation to the Russian occupation 
Khiva. In "reply to tbe proposition 
e uridor Secretary of the Foreign 
apartment said that all tbe papers in 
igard to Khiva bad been submitted 
the House, -and at tbe same> time 
clared very plainly tbat, as nobody 
ufa-deny, Russia had broken her en- 
iagements in regard to Khiva. "When 
U83.ia,.was questioned in relation to 
sr movements upon Khiva all ' per- 
andnt occupation -of that country was 
pressly repudiated. Such an idea 
|ras not entertained by the authorities 
Jk u St. Petersburg, - and tbe only 
Spiirpose of the movement on Khiva 
f' *f»s to punish that power for outrages 
n Russian subjects and to force the 
ivan Government to act in a just 
d friendly manner in tho future, 
his was the explanation of the Rus- 
ian authorities ; but what was the re- 
ult ? Khiva was conquered and is 
ow virtually a province of Russia, 
lurkestan is menaced and will in a 
hort time be placed in tho same con- 
dition as Kbiva, under the pretext 
hat the people of that country are un- 
riendly to Russian progress aud pow- 
: in Central Asia. From Khiva.also, 
ussia has turned her attention to 
orsia, and in this manner attempted 
o turn the flank of British India and 
still further undermine her power and 
influence in tbe East. When all these 
facts are considered, it is no wonder 
that England has taken the alarm, and 
[that her representatives "insist upon 
maintaining a reasonable distance be- 
tween the respective frontiers of Great 
Britain and Russia in Central Asia. 
Afghanistan is tbe country that sepa- 
rates Khiva and British India at the 
present time. Tbat is the rock against 
which the opposing billows dash and 
roar. And in tbat country the Under 
Secretary declared British influence 
should be strengthened and pointed to 
the projected V1S ^' °^ the Priuc 6 oi 
Wales as a lit opportunity for carry- 
ing such a policy to a still more ad- 
vanced position. The idea of a neu- 
tral belt of territory was not accepted 
;by tho representative of the British 
'Government, and tho announcement 
Iwas made that during the mainte- 
nance of the present status England 
held herself perfectly free to enter in- 
to any alliances, political or commer- 
cial, with nations on her frontiers 
which events might point to as ne- 
cessary. This is a notification to 
RRussia that England no longer in- 
tends to close her eyes to Russian arts 
and acts in Central Asia, and that she 
will make all proper combinations to 
protect her interest in tbat quarter of 
tho world. As tho Prince of Wales 
I will leave for British India in a short 
time, this governmental talk ovidently 
foreshadows bis mission. He goes to 
face Russia in Central Asia, aud 
strengthen British influence in Afgh- 
B anistan , Persia, and all other proper 
I points. Tho mask is partially remoY- 

■ ed from tho face of affairs in the heart 
I of Asia, and the world can see Avhat 

■ mighty events may take place on that 

■ soil in a brief period. 

A Materialized Baby. 

The rooms of a female Spiritualist 
Jb in Boston were the scene of a startling 
M occurrence on Tuesday evening. The 
! woman, a Mrs. Seaver, had announc- 
ed n "materialization meeting," and 
her apartments were pretty well filled 
with believers and curious folks, at 
fifty cents a head. The cabinet she 
uses is improvised out of an alcovo in 
the room, and a curtain properly aper- 
tured. The room was darkened, hut 
the outlines of tho cahinet wero visi- 
ble, and eyes were intently fixed upon 
an opening in the center of the cur- 
tain whenco instructions led the au- 
dience to expect tho spirit forms. The 
first appearance was supposed to he a 
I small hand, but might have been a 
pudding-stick or an egg-boater so far 
as the audience were able to make out 
with distiucness. But there was more 
to come, and come it did. The aper- 
| ture in tho curtain enlarged and by 
degreos omitted a bulky substance, 
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which was discovered to be a child— 
rather a fatter one than tharo was need 
of. During tbe minute, oi' thero- 
aboiits, occupied by tho "spirit form" 
in making its exit from the cabinet 
no eye indulged in sufik a thing 
as a wink; nobody thought of 
molesting a mosquito, save one un- 
believing young man.

They ore not defiled with 
tobacco spewings or Btiewed with yhit- 
tlings. There are some extensive whole- 
sale stores ou "Wharf street, and quite a 
number of elegant retail shops on Gov- 
ernment street. The Hudson Buy Co. a 
store, warehouse and wharf are well de- 
serving a visit. Theirbusiness is varied, 
extensive and profitable. The fur de- 
portment is quite au interesting sight to 
visitors. The enterprising men of the 
aity are well represented in the person of 
Mr. Joseph Bpr&tt. owner of the Albion 
Iron Works, one of the most pnblio spir- 
ited men in Victoria. The Colonist and 
Standard, ' daily newspapers, keep the 
publio well informed of the leading events 
of the day.

Boxing with Sartoris. 

The Prenident'a Son-in-law Meet. Hl« 
Match lc the Boxing Arena— A Young 
■took Broker Batten Htm Unmercifully. 

New Yobk, July 7th.— Algernon Sar- 
toriB, the President's muscular son-in-law 
appears at last to have met hia matoh in 
the boxing arena. Eie set-to with the 
champion boxer of "Washington last win- 
ter, when he completely used up his an- 
tagonist, is said to have stiffened his 
pride, and of late be has rather piqued 
himself on his ability to vanquish any- 
body who came along. His latest tus- 
sle, aocording to the testimony of a Sun 
reporter, has been with a Mr. Goicourin, 
a young stock broker, who compared 
points with riartoris at Long Branch. 
Sao'a of these gentlemen exhibited knott- 
ed cords which would have done honor 
to a pri^e-fightor, and each showed as 
muoh pride as musolo. The upshot of 
the big talk was an agreement between 
tho two gentlemen named to test their 
strength and skill iu a glove tight, and 
ex-Cclleotor Murphy's stable on Ocean 
avenue, not far from the President's cot- 
tage, was selected as the place of meeting. 
It is a spaoious building, and the main 
floor afforded abundant space for the 
fistic encounter. Monday morning the 
frieuds of the contestants drove from the 
West Eud Hotel to Mr. Murphy's stable, 
six ooaohos being well filled with sport- 
loving young men, and the men, strip- 
ped to tho buff, both showing magnificent 
muscle and both being in good righting 
oondicion.

Supreme Court 

[Beforo Mr. Justice Gray.] 

Monday, July 20. 
A. Vowel! vs. the Queen. — This wan a 
suit for S1500 compensation ior wrongful 
dismissal from the post of Gold Com- 
missioner unci Stipendiary Mugistrato at 
Omineca; also, for 51500 for wrongful 
dismissal from tho post of Gold Commis- 
sioner and Stipendiary Magistrate at 
Kootenay, or for tuo sum of $1580 allow- 
ed to bo due ou account of arrears of sal- 
ary, if it bo Enid that petitioner was not 
dismissed from tho last named place, and 
for reimbursement of expenses incurred 
by petitioner whilo in the execution of 
bis duty. 

Petitioner's ease was to tho effect that 
he held tho appointment of Gold Com- 
missioner at Kootenay until March 31st, 
1673, when ho received a letter stating 
that his services would not bo required 
longer than one month from the date of 
said letter, anil directing him to hand 
over the charge of thu district to Mr. G. 
Booth. This he did, and from this action 
on the part of tho Government a portion 
of the claims under consideration arose, 
it being contend jd by Mr. A.. H. Robert- 
son, tho petitioner's counsel, that if this 
aetion was dismissed then petitioner was 
entitled to compensation for the loss of 
his office, and if it was only a removal 
from that post to another then he would 
bo entitled to draw pay, travelling ex- 
penses, and allowances while on the road 
between the two. Ou arriving iu Victoria 
Mr. Vowell was appointed Gold Com- 
missioner at Omineca. The salary men- 
tioned on the Estimates for the position 
was $3000, but it was offered to the peti- 
tioner at ^'2500 and accepted by him un- 
der a promise that the salary should bo 
mado S3000. On this understanding he 
went thero and paid himself at the rate of 
$3000 during the time of his stay in that 
gold field. During tho period of las 
Herviee there ho also gave an order for 
82011 in favor of one Win. Marshall upon 
the Government in Victoria as recom- 
pense for taking charge of a lunatic nam- 
ed Barney Devine, and also paid .^oO for 
necessaries for tho same lunatic to Price 
& Smith. On the 3d of March ho was 
dismissed and appointed to Gassiar with 
liberty to proceed there by wuy of Vic- 
toria or otherwise. He arrived at Victoria 
in duo course, and after some negotia- 
tions relative to tho amount of salary at 
Gassiar, which ho considered too small, 
he declined to go there. On tho termin- 
ation or his engagement he was paid tho 
walar/ due to him for his six months' 
service at Omineca, less the overdraft, 
amounting to S250, arising from his taking 
the salary at 33,000 instead of 82,500, It 
also appeared that tho Government hsd 
at first declined to pay the order for Mar- 
uhall in re tho lunatic Devine, and in 
consequence the petitioner was sued upon 
tho order. The Government did eventual- 
ly pay this $200, but tho cost ofdefouding 
tlio action they had not paid, and it 
formed part of the monies which peti- 
tioner now sought to recover, aud also 
the $50 paid to Price aud Smith, 
which had never been repaid. 
a The Court heard tho evidence of peti- 
tioner in support of his own caso, and tho 
witness was afterwards reverely eross- 
exumincd by Mr. Drake for the defeneo, 
who sought to show that some of the 
items iu the expenses of the potitionor 
wero exorbitant, that ho had not used 
auo diligence in getting down to Vic- 
toria; that ho had no oxpeoLation of any 
other Government appointment at tho 
lime and intended to go stock raising, 
&o. It was also contended that there 
were no grounds for compensation for 
wrongful dismissal, as all such appoint- 
ments wore held during pleasure; and as 
to the claim that tho salary at Caesiar 
was to be 83,000, that at the most only 
rested on the verbal promise of ono mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, and it whs maintain- 
ed that that would not bo binding upon 
the Government as a whole. 

The Court adjourned at 5 o'clock uutil 
Jl to-day.

of St. Paul's, Esqilimult. There whs a 
large gathering of the young folks, their 
parents and friends, who heartily enjoy- 
ed a most successful picnic upon a de- 
lightfully-situated and picturesque spot 
on the plains near Macauley's Point. 
Mrs. Gribbell and the Misses Innes were 
most energetic and indefatigable in pro- 
viding for the enjoyment of all present, 
nmougst whom were Jlev. P. B. Oribbell, 
Airs. luneii, Mrs. J. W. Williams. Mr. 
Brooks, Mr. Wm. Arthur and Mr. Bland 
nud their families; also, tho Hon. W. O. 
Armstrong, Mr. Planta and other invited 
gnectfi from Victoria. After tho good 
things had been fully disponed of and 
pastimes exhausted, tho prizes were dis- 
tributed to the Sunday School and tho 
fifty's pleasure was brought to a oloso by 
einging and the National Authom. Tho 
thanks of all wore accorded to tho Rev. 
F. B. Gribbell and Mrs. Gribboll for 
their excellent management of the fate. 

The Wagon-road. — It is feared that tho 
consequences of the negleot and inollicion- 
oy of tho Lands and Works Department 
will bo widespread in their effect. Tt is 
rumored that tho rates of freight to Cari- 
boo have boon largely advanced in con- 
sequence of tho bad ntate of the wagon- 
road. 

Captain Lixueli,, of tho bark Union, 
who is held to answer by tho U. S. com- 
missioner on n charge of purposely wreck- 
ing tho ship, was admitted to bail in 
}?2,0j0. Tho necossary uoaurity was giv- 
en over the signatures of Samuol P. Tay- 
lor, Wm. Wittmaa and Louis Mntio, 



Arrival of tlie Princess 
Royal. 

Tho H. B, Co. 'a bark Princess Royal, 
Capt. Anderson, 135 days from London, 
with a full cargo of merchandise, arrived 
alongside tho Company's wharf at 8 o'clock 
last evening, having been brought in iu 
lino style by Pilot Ramsay. Capt. Ander- 
son reports nil well on board. Tho bark 
sailed from London on tho 10th March; 
crossed the Equator on the 4th of April; 
had variable winds until sighting Staten 
Island aud there she lay three days bo- 
calmed in sight of Capo Horn; had favor- 
able winds after tho 7th of April; crossed 
tho Equator in tho Pacific Juno 24th; car- 
ried N. E. trades uutil 20th July; had 
light variable N. E. winds to port.

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, July 22. — iu tho House of 
Commons, this afternoon, Air. Disraeli 
announced that the government had 
abandoned the merchant shipping bill 
for this session. He expressed the 
hope that the session would be closed 
on the 11th or 12th of August, and 
possibly earlier. 

Mr.Plimsoll made a speech iu which 
he violently attacked the government, 
saying the consequeneo of tho aban- 
donment of tho bill would bo tho des- 
truction of thousands of lives. He 
spoke vehemently and excitedly, used 
extraordinary epithets, stamped his 
feet, and gesticulated wildly, starting 
tlio house into nn uproar. 

Mr. Disraeli moved that Plirasoll be 
removed from thohouso. 

The Speaker ordered Plimsoll to 
withdraw, and ho went out, slinking 
bis lists at tho government bench. 
Tho house then cousidoi-od what ae 
tiou was proper to tako in regard to 
Plimsoll's conduct. Several speakors 
urged his excitability as an excuse for 
his offence. The debate on tlio sub- 
ject was adjourned until Thursday 
next. 

London, July 22.— The scene in the 
House of Commons this, afternoon, 
caused by the violent speech of Plim- 
soll, was unparalleled. Plimsoll first 
earnestly implored the government 
not to Bond thousands of persons to 
undeserved and unhallowed graves 
through the conduct of ship owners of 
murderous tendencies. Upon being 
called to order, he advanced to the 
table and gave notice that he would 
ask on Tuesday noxt whether certain 
vessels which had been lost, entailing 
great sacrifice of life, belonged to Mr. 
bates, member fur Plymouth. Plimsoll 
added that ho was determined to unmask 
tho villains. In reply to the speaker, he 
said he applied tbut expression to mem- 
bers of tho house, and refused to with- 
draw it. 

Sullivan, after Plimsoll had left tho 
chamber, apologetically hinted that he 
was momentarily insane. 

Mr. Bates subsequently mado a person- 
al explanation in regard to the remarks of 
Plimsoll concerning hiuiso f, He ac- 
knowledged he bad lost four or (ivo ships 
during the last two years, but s.nd thoy 
were well equipped, and classed A No. 1 
at Lloyds, and were only insured for part 
value. He expressed pity for Plimsoll, 
who, he said, was not vosponsiblo for his 
actions. 

Smith, of Rathbone, protested against 
tho goveinmot's coarse, and declared that 
tho susponce and uncertainty which
